HiY it Please Your Excellency, 

1. We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this 
our Eighteenth Annual Report on the condition of the prisons 
and prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
registration of criminals. 

2. In accordance with the decision of Government, the principle Statistic., 
adopted in the preparation of the Judicial Statistics, of having all 

tables with the exception of those relating to finance drawn up 
for the calendar year, has been followed in regard to the tables in 
the Appendix to this Report, which, with the exception men- 
tioned, have been compiled likewise for the year ending 31st 
December, instead of for that ending 31st March, as for many 
years past was the case. Owing to this change, the figures for 
the first three months of 1895 which were included in the statis- 
tical tables printed with last year’s report are again included 
in many of the tables now published. 

I— LOCAL PRISONS. 

3. Queenstown Bridewell was closed on 31st May, 1895. Of BridewcUi. 
the 95 Bridewells which were in existence when the Prisons 

were handed over to the Board under the Act of 1877, all but 15 
have been closed. 

1. We are happy to state that the gradual reduction in the CommUtati. 
total number of committals to local prisons still continues, as 
appears from the following Table of committals to local prisons:—

G. From Table V. it will be soon that of the 26,034 commit- 
ments on conviction (excluding court-martial prisoners), 11,535, 
or 44 per cent., were for terms not exceeding a week; 4,899 
or 10 per cent, for terms exceeding a week but not exceeding a 
fortnight ; and 3.3G8, or 13 per cent., for terms exceeding a fort- 
night but not exceeding four weeks, while only 24 per cent, 
were for terms exceeding four weeks. About 50 per cent, of the 
convicted prisoners committed during the year were drunkards. 

7. From the following table it. will be seen that a large 
diminution has taken place of late years in the number of 
convicted juvenile prisoners.

8. It is again our duty to report a rate of mortality which is 
exceptionally low even for prison statistics. While the average 
daily number of prisoners in the local prisons during the year 
was 2,164, the number of deaths, excluding 1 execution, was 3 ; 
representing a death rate of T38 per thousand on the daily 
average number in custody. No doubt the mortality is much 
reduced by the number of prisoners who are released for medical 
reasons.

11. Fifty-four prisoners were released on medical grounds during 
the year. Of the 54 there Were 29 women who were near their 
confinement, and of the remaining 25 there were 22 cases of 
disease which were reported as having originated before reception. 


12. The number of prisoners transferred as insane to asylums iuanHy 
Was seventy-five, of whom, on admission, sixty-one were reported 
to be insane, one weak-minded, and one doubtful. Of the re- 
maining twelve there were four who w T ere sane while in prison, 
but who were found to have been insane at the time when 
their offences were committed. Bight, therefore, became insane 
in. prison, one of them three and another twelve days after 
committal 


13. A change has been made in the regulations regarding the secular Books, 
issue of secular books from the prison libraries to convicted 
prisoners. 

Previous to May, 1S95, no secular book was issued during 
the first month of imprisonment, and when one was issued it 
could not be changed for the next two months. Now all weil-

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conducted, and industrious prisoners are eligible to receive a 
secular book, which can be changed at the discretion of the 
Governor.

III.— GENERAL. 

22. In June and July, 1895, the Quinquennial International International 
Penitentiary Congress was held in Paris, and was attended by 0o “s re ‘ s - 
the Chairmen of the English, Scotch, and Irish Prisons Boards, 

the first-mentioned officially representing the English Government. 

23. The regulations for the recruiting of warders for the service Candidate!, 
have been altered. The supply of candidates being far in excess 

of the requirements, the standard of height for ordinary warders 
has been raised from 5 feet 6 inches to 5 feet S inches, while the 
limit of age has (with certain exceptions) been reduced from 
42 to 30 years, the standard of the literary examination being 
also somewhat raised. 

24 In order to lessen the hours of duty of warders and to relievo Prison Staff, 
them, as far as possible, from the extra evening duty which they 
have been liable to perform, the Board represented to the 
Government that it was desirable the staff should be increased, 
and they are glad to report that the Treasury have sanctioned 
an increase of 24 ordinary warders and 8 assistant matrons to the 
staff of the Irish Prisons. 

25. During the year the Board obtained the approval of the Uniform. 
Government for an important alteration in their male officers’ 
uniform, by the supply' of a serge jacket and trousers for 

use in summer instead of the heavy cloth tunic and trousers 
hitherto in wear all the year round. This change was intro- 
duced on 1st May, 189G, and the Board are aware that it has 
greatly conduced to the comfort of their staff. 

26. The profit in the Manufacturing Department during 1895-6 Industrie! 
amounted to £3,329 12s. hi. This shows a falling off of £210 3s Id. 

as compared with the year 1894-5, which is sufficiently accounted 
for by the decrease in the number of prisoners. For some years 
no absolutely non-productive employunent, such, as the crank or 
treadmill, has been used in Irish prisons, and oakum picking has 
greatly diminished during the past yeai\ Stone-breaking and mat- 
making have been increased, the former industry having been 
introduced during the year into Waterford Prison, and the latter 
into Galway, Kilkenny, and Londonderry Prisons. 

27. In certain prisons carpet beating was one of the employ- 
ments for prisoners. It was very profitable, hut grave objections 
existed to it on the grounds of the association of prisoners which 
it entailed, and the risk of introducing infection into the prison. 

This form of employment has therefore been discontinued, and 
pre suitable industries substituted.

28. A considerable amount of work is done in the prisons 
for Government Departments, such as firewood cutting for the 
Board of Works and War Department, washing for the Boyal 
Irish Constabulary, Metropolitan Police, and War Department, 
mat-making for the Board of Public Works, and the manufacture 
of mail bags for the Irish Postal Service. 

29. Tho warders’ cottages referred to in last year’s report in 
connection with Mountjoy Prison have been completed, and are 
now occupied. Warders’ cottages are in course of erection at 
Armagh and Galway. The work of reconstruction at Cork 
Prison, which is being carried out by convicts transferred from 
Mountjoy, has been considerably advanced during the year, and 
will continue to furnish employment for a party of convicts for 
the next year. 

30. The important question of the best form of labour for 
prisoners is one to which much attention has been directed of 
late. The International Penitentiary Congress referred to above, 
considered agricultural labour as the best from a reformatory 
point of view, and the Departmental Committee on Prisons in 
England, 1895, reported as follows on the subject, namely, 
para, 64: — 

“We regret very much that there is not more opportunity for 
work in gardens or on the land. It is agreed by all medical experts 
and prison officials that no kind of employment is more useful 
It is healthy, productive, varied, and of a more or less interesting 
char-acter. Plain hard digging may, under suitable conditions, he 
found a valuable and wholesome substitute for hard labour, while 
the lighter forms of field and garden work would be adapted for 
other cases.” 


31. As the small quantity of land attached to the only two Male 
Convict Prisons now in Ireland, viz., Mountjoy (Dublin), and 
Maryboro’, did not furnish sufficient field for the occupation of 
more than a very few of the convicts at agricultural labour, a 
farm of land containing about 34 acres, adjoining Maryboro’ 
Prison, has been purchased for this purpose, and 51 convicts 
have already been transferred there from Mountjoy Prison. 

32. It is proposed that the convicts removed from time to 
time from Mountjoy shall be generally taken from the select 
division (first offenders), and others offering best hopes of refor- 
'mation. There would still remain at Mountjoy the convicts 
in probation and the worst class of habitual offenders, with 
others better suited for sedentary employment. 

33. The Board hope the removal of a number of convicts, from 
Mountjoy, and their employment on the land at Maryboro’, will 
considerably lessen, if not entirely remove, an admitted defect in 
the Irish prison system, i.e., the concentration of a large body of 
convicts in a city, to which the Boyal Commission of 1884 called 
attention, 
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34. As regards the other prisons a considerably increased area 
has recently been brought under cultivation at Belfast, Grange- 
gorraan, Kilkenny, and Tralee Prisons, and now all available 
ground at the various local prisons is tilled by prison labour. 

35. Two additional Prisoners’ Aid Societies have been estab- Prisonerf Aid 
lished — one at Limerick, the other at Belfast. The former s “ ieti ' , • 
has been certified under the Prisons Act, and an application from 

the other for a certificate is at present before the Government. 

The Board are glad to notice a tendency to increase these philan- 
thropic and useful institutions.

IV.— REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

16. The Board, in their last report, referred to the anthropo- Anthropometry, 
metric system of identifying criminals as about to be put in force 
in this country. They pointed out at the same time, that though 
they would have preferred to have adopted the French or Bertilion 
system in its entirety as being completely successful, they proposed 
to follow the modification of the system recommended hy the 
Committee, and adopted in England ; for if the descriptive par- 
ticulars of criminals in Ireland were not made out in the same 
form as in Great Britain, the practical value of the system would 
be obviously impaired. 

37. It having been in consequence decided that the English 
system should be adopted, a class of prison officers from different 
prisons was instructed for several days, in April of present 
year, at Mountjoy Prison in the method of taking the various 
measurements, &c., by Dr. J. G. Garson, of the Anthropometric 
Department, Scotland Yard, Loudon, and this system of mea- 
surement has been adopted at six prisons, as a beginning, for 
a certain class of prisoners, 
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V.— DEPARTMENTAL. 

38. The Board regret to have to record the death of their 
Architect, Mr. William J. Welland, O.E. ; also of Mr. John 
Brennan, Clerk in the Habitual Criminal Registry ; and Mr. 
Michael Hand, Agent for Discharged Prisoners. 


39. Mr. A. J. Hamilton Smythe, M.Iust,C.E., has been ap- 
pointed Engineering Inspector in the place of Mr. Welland ; Mr. 
Brennan’s place has been filled by the transfer of Mr. Henry 
Chamney irom the Store Division; and Mr. John Bolton has 
been appointed temporarily as Agent for Discharged Prisoners.

I am directed by the General Prisons Board to inform you that they 
have received the sanction of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for 
cer tain changes in the system of the issue of uniform to the male officers 
of the Irish Prisons Service. 

The issues at present are : — 

1 cap annually, 

1 cloth tunic annually, 

1 pair trousers every eight months, 

1 great coat biennially, 

2 pair boots annually. 

The new issues, which are to be general, and to take place on fixed 
dates, are as follows : — , 

1 cap annually, 

1 cloth tunic biennially, 

1 pair cloth trousers annually, 

1 summer jacket annually, 

1 pail* summer trousers annually, 

1 great coat triennial ly, 

2 pair boots annually. 

The principal change consists in the supply of a light jacket and 
trousers for use in summer instead of the present cloth garments, 
and the Board are of opinion that this change will conduce greatly 
to the comfort of their Staff. It is intended that the new summer 
clothing, with boots, shall be supplied on 1st April next to all officers, 
and that cloth uniform of an improved pattern and boots shall be issued 
to all officers on 1st October next. Preparatory to these changes it is 
meanwhile necessary to order that no cloth uniform clothing or boots 
due under present arrangements between 1st January, 1896, and 30th 
September, 1896, shall be supplied. As regards caps, those officers en- 
titled under present arrangements to a cap between 1st January, 1896, 
and 31st March, 1896, will be supplied on 1st April, 1896, and those 
entitled to one after 31st March, 1896, will he supplied on 1st October, 
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1896. As regards great coats, those officers becoming due for a great 
coat under present arrangements between 1st January, 1896, and 30th 
September, 1896, will get a new coat on 1st October, 1896; others 
becoming due between 1st October, 1896, and 30th September, 1897, 
will get a new coat on 1st October, 1897, and any becoming due after 
that date will be supplied on 1st October, 1898. 

The issue of serge trousers to Trade Warders and Vanmen will he 
discontinued on 31st December 1895. Such officers will be allowed a 
working jacket, together with linen overall trousers, but the overalls are 
to form part of the floating stock of the prison, and the working jackets 
are not on any pretext to be worn by the officers when off duty. Any 
Trade Warders, or Warders acting as Vanmen, or Storekeepers, be- 
coming due for a jacket under present arrangements between 1st 
January, 1896, and 31st March, 1896, will get it at the same time as 
hitherto, and any becoming due after 31st March, 1896, will not be 
supplied until 1st October, 1896, when all such officers will be supplied 
with a working jacket of a new shape. 

Detailed regulations on the subject of the uniforms will be shortly 
issued. The Board expect that chose officers who, under the old arrange- 
ments would become entitled to any article of uniform between 1st 
January next and the date of issue of the new uniform, will do their 
utmost to keep their present uniform neat and tidy during the additional 
period required of it, and Governors of the Prisons should endeavour to 
reduce any temporary inconvenience in such cases by having the 
necessary repairs to the uniforms promptly and neatly executed. In 
exceptional cases applications from officers for part worn clothing will 
he considered,

In future every injury that a Prison Officer may receive is to be 
noted in the Governor’s J ournal. 

If the injury is of a serious character, or likely to permanently affect 
the health or condition of the injured officer, or eventually to disable 
the officer for further service, a full record of the date and nature of the 
injury and of the circumstances under which it was sustained, with the 
names of the witnesses and a copy of the report of the Medical Officer, 
is to be drawn up and submitted to the Board, and, when received back, 
is to be entered in the form approved in the Officers’ Conduct Book. 
A short record of the injury should also be made in the observation 
column of the Officer’s Conduct Sheet, as well as in the Governor’s 
Journal. The Medical Officer’s report should include the general state 
of health and physical condition of the officer at the time when the 
injury was sustained. 

It is desirable that, if possible, the record should contain such infor- 
mation as will enable it to be decided whether the person was injured 
(a) in the actual discharge of his duty, (5) without his own default, and 
(c) by some injury specifically attributable to the nature of his duty. 

Without such proofs of injuries, claims for special gratuity or pen- 
sions in consequence will not be entertained. Should any officer, there- 
fore, who has received a serious injury have any doubt of its being 
registered, he will be allowed, if he desires it, to see and sign the entry 
in the Conduct Book at the time, or as soon after, as, from the state of 
his injuries, he may be able, and the Governors will furnish officers so 
injured with a copy of the entry made in the Conduct Book, if desired 
(13,956).

MARYBOROUGH CONVICT PRISON 

(For Invalid and Intermediate Class Convicts, and other 
selected Convicts). 

GOVERNORS REPORT. 

H. M. Convict Prison, Maryborough, 
May 5th, 1896. 

S IBj I have the honour to submit my report on the condition of this 

prison during the year ended 31st March, 1896, as required by Rule 
“185.” The statistical returns for the calendar year have been forwarded 
to Board’s Office on 10th February in compliance with instructions 
contained in circular letters, dated 31st October and 23rd December, 
1895, as distinguished from the financial year, the period for which such 
statistics had previously been rendered, and to which my report refers. 

The conduct of the. subordinate officers has been very satisfactory 
generally. Only in one instance has there occurred amongst them a 
case of such serious dereliction of duty as to involve fine by Board. 
The Chief Warder has given efficient and valuable assistance in 
maintaining discipline amongst officers and prisoners. One officer was 
discharged on superannuation, one transferred to Wexford prison on 
promotion, three were received from Mountjoy, and one from Balmain 
ham. The staff has been thus increased by two warders, that those for 
evening duties might be relieved off duty for an equivalent of time 
during the day. This valuable privilege has been duly appreciated. 

There were 67 convicts in custody on 1st January, 1895: — received 
during the year, 41 ; discharged, 47 ; removed to Dundrum Asylum, 
2; died, 1; remaining in custody 31st December, 58. There were 
in Intermediate -class, 5. Received during year, 25 ; discharged on 
licence, 19 ; remaining in class, 11. 

These have been employed outside the prison, as far as circumstances 
would permit, cultivating the land, by which a sufficient supply of 
vegetables for the use of the prison for the whole year has been pro- 
duced. Vegetables have also been sold to the warders and their 
families. 

About 100 square perches of potatoes were grown. With sanction 
of Board I purchased a knapsack sprayer, and with a solution of 
sulphate of copper and lime I had them treated about end of July 
with very satisfactory results — those treated having continued to grow, 
when those which had not been sprayed had been quite decayed, 
The produce was largely increased, and the tubers were not affected 
by blight. The quantity of potatoes grown on this comparatively 
small space represented a saving to the public of £33 10s. 

The two new cottages which had just been commenced in January, 
1895, have been finished, one of them being occupied on 1st February, 
and the other on 1st April this year, thus affording much needed 
accommodation for the number of married officers at present on the 
staff-book — viz., 12 — and saving the expenditure on lodging allowance. 

The necessary repairs to tho prison buildings have been regularly 
attended to. 

The conduct of the prisoners in the Intermediate Class has been most 
satisfactory. Previous to their discharge I have commuuicated with 
the clergymen of the districts in which they were respectively about 
to reside, stating that the General Prisons Board took a great interest 
in their welfare, and requesting that everything suitable and con- 
venient might be done in furtherance of their desire to obtain employ- 
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ment, and the means of earning a livelihood by honesty and industry. Maet- 
I have in some instances received favourable replies. borough 

The invalid prisoners when not seriously ill,- and when “fit for cmwicr 
work” have been suitably employed at shoemaking, tailoring, cooking, P IlIsOH . 

cleaning prison, and tilling the garden inside the prison walls. Their r , 

conduct generally has been very good, the cases of misconduct being R^r?*'* 
few in number and slight in character. In only one case was it found 
necessary to use restraint for a few hours on a" prisoner as a preven- 
tive against violence. He was afterwards removed to Dundruni 
Asylum. 

The prisoners of the invalid class are all under special medical treat- 
ment for specific diseases, yet their health has been well maintained, 
and only one death occurred during the year. 

There have been no escapes, attempts to escape, or suicides durin" 
the year. 

The late Resident Medical Officer, Dr. O’Connell, was retired on 
superannuation after forty years service, his office having been filled bv 
Dr. Kinsella, who had served in Mountjoy for some years — a zealous, 
attentive, and deserving officer, under whose care, usd that of the 
eminent Consulting Visiting Physician, the health of the prisoners has 
received unremitting attention. 

The Chaplains have been zealous and attentive, willingly co-operating 
in any effort for the improvement and reformation of the prisoners 
whilst in prison, and also in endeavouring to obtain employment for 
them after their discharge. 

The morning and evening schools have been conducted as in former 
years with very satisfactory results, the progress made by some of the 
prisoners being much greater than could reasonably have been expected, 
having regard to their age and opportunities. The library has been 
fully availed of, and the books provided annually are much appreciated. 

A farm of thirty-four acres has just been purchased, possession of 
which was received on 31st March. 

Draining and reclaiming this land, bringing it into a state of pro- 
ductive cultivation, will afford abundant employment for some years, 
and of a kind which should be beneficial to many of the convicts alter 
their discharge, as rendering them more suitable for the occupation of 
farmers or farm labourers. 

The season was so far advanced when possession was taken, but 
little cultivation can be done on the land this year, but the necessary 
preparations are being made for enclosing it with a wall on which 
work will be commenced immediately. 

I certify that the Rules laid down for the government of the prison 
have been complied with to the best of my knowledge and belief, except 
in such cases as have been specially reported to the Board. 

I take the liberty to gratefully acknowledge the valuable advice and 
assistance given by the Visiting Committee who visited the prison on 
10th April, 8tli May, 12th June, 10th July, 14th August, 11th 
September, 9th October, 13th November, 11th December, 1895; and 
on 15th January, ,12th February, and 11th March, 1896.

attentive while attending the services in connexion with the Church of 
Ireland. As far as I was able to learn from visiting them in their cells 
they were generally orderly in their behaviour, and with few exceptions 
expressed themselves satisfied with the treatment they were receiving. 
I find the experience of a Prison Chaplain varies but little from year 
to year j a few openly avow that they have no regard for religion, but 
most appear penitent and anxious to reform. It is disappointing to find 
so many relapse into criminal habits on obtaining their freedom. The 
moral faculty, whether by nature or habit, is weak, and prudential con- 
siderations arc ineffectual to produce the desired change. This is, I 
believe, the reason more marked results do not follow from all that is 
done for them.

We have the honour to submit the annual report on the health of Medical 
the officers and prisoners under our care, and the sanitary condition of S?*™* 
the prison for the year ending the 31st March, 1896. <p ° ' 

The number of convicts admitted to hospital during the year was 14 
(fourteen), and we have to record but one death, which was caused by 
apoplexy. 

The number of extern cases for the year amounted to 594, mostly for 
trivial and passing ailments. 

During the same period three prisoners were certified insane, and 
transferred to Dun drum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. From the invalid 
class 4 (four) were released on medical grounds. 

Subordinate officers off duty during the year by illness numbered 12 
(twelve), all for short periods and slight ailments. No death occurred 
amongst the staff’. One warder, found to be physically unfit for duty, 
was retired on pension. 

As to the families of the staff nothing special calls for remark. The 
water supply to the prison is abundant and good, and the sanitary 
condition of the several buildings apparently most satisfactory. 

In conclusion, we have very great pleasure in acknowledging the facili- 
ties and support in the performance of our duties afforded to us by the 
Governor and the staff under his guidance.

Sir, — I have the honour to report for the year ended 31st March, 
1896, on the Mountjoy Convict Prison as follows : — 

The subordinate officers have been generally well conducted, attentive 
to their duties, and careful in the discharge of them. None were dis- 
missed or reduced in rank during the year. The Chief and Principal 
Warders have discharged their duties with zeal and efficiency. 

The reduction in the hours of duty of the subordinate officers, which 
was ordered by the Board, has been a great boon, and is highly appre- 
ciated by the staff. 

The convicts have, with some few exceptions, been generally well- 
behaved, and they have usually performed the work allotted to them 
with diligence, and many with taste and skill. Punishments for prison 
offences or for deliberate breaches of rule have been comparatively few, 
when the training, dispositions, and antecedents of many confined have 
been taken into account ; nevertheless good order and strict discipline 
have been - well -maintained. 
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Mountjot There -was no case of corporal punishment during the year. 

Convict There was no escape or attempt to escape, although convicts were 
Pnisov. constant iy em ployed outside the prison walls, and often in unsafe places • 

Governor' t this tells well for the vigilance of the officers. 

Report. The employments of the convicts during the year have been generally 
the same as detailed in former reports. 

I expect to have twenty-three new houses outside the prison walls 
which have been entirely built by convict labour, ready for the occupa- 
tion of the subordinate officers by the 1st May. There will then be 
sixty houses (fifty of which have been built during the last few years by 
convict labour) close to the prison, and the property of the General 
Prisons Board, occupied by the subordinate married officers of the con- 
vict and local prisons and their families, where they are more comfort- 
ably circumstanced, and have much better accommodation than they 
could possibly obtain elsewhere near the prison, for the amount sanc- 
tioned as lodging allowance. 

The buildings both within and outside the prison walls, which are the 
property of the General Prisons Board, have been kept in proper repair 
and in good order by convict labour. 

The chaplains have been regular iu their attendances, and have takeu 
much interest in the temporal, as well as the spiritual, welfare of the 
convicts committed to their care. The Protestant and both the Roman 
Catholic Chaplains are active members of prisoners’ aid societies. 

The schooling continues same as in previous years, and the teachers 
have been attentive and diligent. 

I certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison 
have been adhered to, except in such cases as have been brought 
to the notice of the General Prisons Board.

Sib, — I n submitting my Annual .Report I have pleasure in stating 
that in the department of which I have charge everything, I may say, 
has gone on satisfactorily. The Church Services have been held regu- 
larly throughout the year without a single exception. The demeanour 
of the prisoners during Divine Worship has been most excellent. They 
take the share allotted to them in our Liturgy, and are very attentive 
during the sermon on Sundays, and during religious instruction on 
week-days. 

I advise those of the convicts — more especially the younger men — 
who may be backward in their education, to be diligent and industrious 
in the prison school. I find, on enquiry, that in many of these cases 
satisfactory progress has been made during the twelve months. I con- 
sider this a matter of congratulation for all concerned, and a superior 
advantage to the convicts themselves on discharge 'rom gaol. 
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Daring the year I hatl but one case of serious illness where the Mob.vijoi 
malady, though the patient was advanced in life, did not prove fatal.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Convict Prison, 

26th February, 1896. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit the annual report on the sanitary 
state of this prison, with the usual medical statistics, for the year ended 
81st December last. 

During the year there were 37 warders admitted into hospital. The 
chief ailments were : — Influenza, bronchitis, febricula, rheumatism, and 
catarrh. No death or other serious casualty occurred. 

On the 1st January, 1895, there remained in hospital 20 convicts, 
and during the year 251 others were admitted, chiefly for influenza, 
bronchitis, febricula, debility, rheumatism, and dyspepsia. Of those 
treated in hospital 234 were discharged to their classes, 10 were trans- 
ferred to the invalid prison, 4 were removed to the Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, 3 were discharged from prison on medical grounds. There 
were 3 deaths, and 17 remained in hospital on the 31st December. 

Influenza was prevalent during the months of March and April ; the 
other diseases were such as occur in ordinary life. 

During the year the health of tho officers and the prisoners was 
generally good, and strict attention was paid to the sanitary arrange- 
ments of tho prison.

To all objections that might be raised, I should answer that this plan 
is, as a matter of fact, the one that was adopted for years with the 
female convicts in Golden Bridge Refuge, with the result that 90 per 
cent, were reformed, as may be seen from the evidence submitted to 
the Royal Commission on Irish Prisons of 1883. 

I know that many excellent people are opposed, from motives of 
humanity, to long sentences for women, but I suspect these good 
people have not had an opportunity of making themselves thoroughly 
acquainted with the almost incredible success attained by the system 
at Golden Bridge.
